NEW Yons, July 17,-Dynamite is to be 


employed by the Cuban revolutionists; 
not in bombs of the anarchistic sort, 
but in a novel and decidedly wholesale 
manner. 


The plan is for a balloon dynamite 


expedition to Cuba. Harry Leonard, 
secretary of the Cuban Society Libre 
club, whose engineer is now experi- 
menting1 with dynamite, said Monday 
that they had made a careful estimate 
of the cost of dynamite balloons to be 
used in raining- high explosives on 
Spanish forts and cities in Cuba. 


The balloons are to be employed on- 


ly for floating dynamite cartridges to 
great heights, then dropping upon the 
point of attack. Said Secretary Leon- 
ard: 


"A balloon 80 inches high with all 


the paraphernalia, 
including- dyna- 


mite cartridges, will cost 812. 
Our 


manufacturing firm writes us that 
kerosene oil will be most effective in 
sending- up the balloons. 
The smoke 


of the petroleum will close the pores of 
the paper and prevent the escape of 
the hot gases. The mouth of the bal- 
loon is of asbestos, so as to prevent the 
balloon from catching fire. Improve- 
ments- have just been completed so 
that our war balloons on special occa- 
sions can be kept afloat for an hour at 
any altitude under a mile. By a sort 
of hair-trigger device, suspended below 
the dynamite cartridge, the explosion 
comes the instant the balloon reaches 
earth, whether it strikes rock, mud or 
water. 


"Our expert* have combatted many 


opinions as to the explosive force of 
dynamite, but all authorities agree 
that the force of dynamite is down- 
ward, and that a comparatively small 
amount, whether falling upon a '.fort 
or a city, will do as much execution to 
the structure beneath as if it were 
confined in a drilled hole in the founda- 
tions. 
"An imporant auxiliary to our bal- 


loon corps is the military dynamite 
rocket, recently perfected. These ter- 
rible weapons are in three sizes. 
No.

Each 
rocket carries 


a stick of dynamite weighing one-half 
pound, three-quarters of a pound and 
one pound, especially manufactured 
for us to explode upon the slightest 
concussion.

They 
are formidable weapons, and must pro- 
duce a tremendous execution, whether 
shot into forts or into cities. 


"Every possible point of interest in 


explosives has been discussed by the 
scientific members of our club. 
The 


chief of our explosive corps is an ex- 
pert of wide experience. 
A private 


test of our various dynamite war ma- 
chines is to be made in the presence of 
members of our Libre club in New 
Jersey within a week. It is to be the 
final test, and if all goes well the club 
will vote for the dynamite expedition 
to start immediately. We have a swift- 
sailing boat in readiness."

The drought has been broken in 


Iowa and partly relieved in Wisconsin 
and southern Minnesota, but continues 
in Ohio and with severity over the 
southern half of Michigan. Excessive 
rains have delayed threshing in Mis- 
souri, Kansas, northern Texas, Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee, and caused the 
grain in the shock to sprout. 


Corn needs rain in Ohio, northern In- 


diana, southern Michigan, Wisconsin 
and South Dakota, and will'be im- 
proved by rains in Nebraska. 
In the 


southern states the finest crop of corn 
for years is promised. The outlook for 
tobacco in Maryland is excellent, and 
in Kentucky the crop is improving rap- 
idly. It is doing well in Tennessee 
and Missouri, and is being cut in the 
Carolinas. Frost on Tuesday morning 
caused slight damage in Wisconsin.

man Madden and made an informal in- 
formation charging T. D. Stein, of the 
Phcenix mines at Idlewood with steal- 
ing coal from his employes. The weigh- 
master, T. It Marshall, employed by 
Stein, was also made a party to the 
suit, and warrants were issued. For 
some time the miners have suspected 
that they were the victims of false 
weights and a watch was set on Stein's 
sales. 
Last week the weights used at 


the 
mines were 
confiscated 
and 


officially tested 
by the Fairbanks 


Scale Co. The scale manufacturers 
pronounced the weights fraudulent., 
and estimated the weight 
balanced 


the arm about 300 weight on the wrong 
side. This falsity required the miner 
to dig from 22"to 23 hundred weight 
for every ton. There are 125 men em- 
ployed in Stein's mines, and the fraud 
wns carried on under a C9 cent per ton 
basis.

Steady Increase in the Strength 


of the Unionists. 


Returns Show the Election of 231 


Conservatives and Unionists, 


Forty-five Liberals, 13 McCiirthyites and 


I'arnclllteft, a Colonist Gain of 31 Scats 
—Sir William-Harcourt's Reappear- 


ance Encourages the Liberals. 


July 17.—The steady in- 


crease in the unionists strength was 
ag-ain the feature in Tuesday's polling 
for members of the new parliament. 
The returns received up to midnight 
show the election of 231 conservatives 
and unionists, 45 liberals, 13 McCar- 
thyites, and 4 Parnellites, making a 
net unionist gain of 
31- seats. 
If 


the 
counties 
follow 
the 
lead 


of 
the 
boroughs 
reverting 


to unionism in the same proportion 
the party will control a majority in 
the commons of ninety over the 
com- 


bined liberals and Irish 
members. 


Such a sanguine view, however, is in 
no wise assured of being realized. The 
liberals build their hopes upon the 
results in the counties to check the 
unionist flood and largely neutralize 
the early successes of that party. 


Sir William Harcourt's reappearance 


in the arena and his acceptance of the 
nomination for the west division of 
Monmouthshire,where Mr. C. M.Warm- 
ington, home ruler, who represented 
the division in the last parliament, de- 
clined to contest the seat, has greatly 
encouraged the liberals. 
Among the 


features of Tuesday's polling was the 
retention' by Mr. \V. C. Gully liberal, 
of his seat for Carlisle, by more than 
double the majority he received in 
ISO:.'. _. 


The rejection in East Nottingham of 


Mr. Arnold Morley, the late postmas- 
ter general, sends the fourth ex-minis- 
ter from the liberal benches. Right 
Hon. Henry Hartley Fowler, secretary 
of state for India, in the late cabinet, 
who was unopposed in the east division 
of \Volverhampton in 1892, was re- 
elected by more than a thousand ma- 
jority. One of the surprises of the 
day was the return of a conservative 
for Northampton as a county member 
with Mr. Henry LaBouchere, 


The rejection of the labor candidates 


in many electorates is noteworthy. 
The defeat of such prominent trade 
unionists as George Ho well, in Beth- 
nal Green, W. R. Cremer, of arbitrage 
fame in the Haggerston division of 
Shoreditch, is a heavier and more sig- 
nificant blow to the labor party than 
the overthrow of a dozen windbags 
and hunters after notoriety like James 
Kier Hardy, who was defeated Monday 
in \Vestham. 


The conservatives made six gains in 


London Tuesday, and even where the 
radicals retained their seats, as did Mr. 
James Stuart in the Hoxton division of 
Shoreditch and Mr. Pickersgill in the 
southwest division of Bethnalgreen, 
the majorities were greatly reduced. 


The enormous unionist majorities 


given in the Bordeslj', the north, the 
south and the west division of 
Bir- 


mingham, bear striking testimony to 
the strength of Mr. 
Chamberlain's 


hold on Birmingham, and are regarded 
by the unionists as the most effect 
ivc answer to the persistant and vehe- 
ment attacks upon the "best hated 
unionist in the kingdom." There was 
a hard fight in Southampton, and the 
poll was very heavy. Mr. H. F. Ev- 
ans, home ruler, was replaced by the 
unionist, Sir Barring-ton Simon.

rope lied around his person. It was a 
new rope, passed around his body 
twice, and held a large stone of suffi- 
cient weight to hold his body under the 
water. It has been persistently claimed 
by certain parties that Perry commit- 
ted suicide, but the suicide theory is 
not tenable, because the rope which 
was around the person of Perry was 
used at at a cistern ten days after Perry 
disappeared, and it would have been 
impossible fo .• Perry to have passed a 
new rope round his body twice, then 
to have tied a hard knot taut enough 
to hold a large stone in position, then 
to plunge over a high bank into the 
waters of Tygart's creek and there to 
remain the space of a month in the 'hot 
season of the year without the rope be- 
coming embedded in his body. 
The 


verdict of the coroner's jury was that 
the cause of his death was a wound on 
the left side of his head, above his 
temple, inflicted 'by persons unknown 
to the jury," and that he was dead be- 
fore he was thrown into the water. 
It 


was well known that Perry was miss- 
ing ten days before the rope 
was 


missed, nothwithstanding this there 
have been a persistent attempt by cer- 
tain parties to prove that Perry com- 
mitted suicide. Two physicians from 
Portsmouth were employed by them to 
show that Perry committed suicide. 
His b )dy was exhumed, his head sawn 
in two'at the temple and also taken 
out of the state, out of the jurisdiction 
of our court. 
The .Portsmouth doctors 


state that there was no fracture in 
Perry's skull, as asserted by- Coroner 
Brady of Greentfp county. 
Some of 


those present at the examination who 
asserted that they washed the skull of 
Perry say that there' was a fracture 
above the temple. 
Three parties were 


arrested for the alleged murder but 
the evidence was not suffi.ient to hold 
them. Perry belonged to a mutual pro- 
tective order, the members of which 
are bound to hunt all criminals and 
prosecute aud bring them to justice. 
They have been securing evidence _and 
witnesses will be before the grand jury
